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CONSENT AGREEMENT 

VAN WEES ROSES INC. SEVERANCE 

PART OF LOT 13, CONCESSION 1, 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 
(Formerly Township of Blenheim) 

THIS AGREEMENT made on the 20th day of December, 1995 
BETWEEN: VAN WEES ROSES INC 

Hereinafter called the "Owner" 
OF THE FIRST PART 

AND: 

THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 



Hereinafter called the "Township" 
OF THE SECOND PART. 



WHEREAS the Owner represents that he is the registered owner of 
those lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
described in Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the 
Said Lands; 

AND WHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land 
Division Committee for the approval of consents to sever with 
respect to the said lands that will create two new building lots 
along Elgin Street (Princeton), hereinafter called the new 
building lots; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee 

(Application Numbers B150/94 and B151/94) has granted the 

severances subject to conditions being fulfilled to the Township's 

satisfaction as per their decision dated February 2, 1995, a copy 
of which is attached hereto as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements 
with an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in 
accordance with Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof 
is acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise 
and agree with each other as follows: 

1. GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($ 1 ,000) per new building lot created in the form of cash or 
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certified cheque with the Township as soon as he wishes 
negotiations to attend to this agreement, the services and lot 
construction to commence. This deposit shall be used as a 
security for expenses of the Township. The Owner shall 
provide additional sums as necessary with the Township as the 
work continues and as accounts are paid, and if this security 
is drawn on, to ensure that a minimum deposit of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000) per new building lot is always on hand with 
the Township until this agreement is released. This deposit 
when released shall be payable to the owners of the new 
building lots created. The deposit may be reduced prior to 
being released in accordance with other sections of this 
agreement. 

1.2 All work to conform to approved plan , 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction 

of all structures and services in accordance with the approved 

plan required by, and in accordance with the sections of, this 
agreement. 

Where work on public roads is undertaken by the Township at 
the expense of the owner, the work shall be as required by the 
Township Engineer but plans may not be prepared. 

1.3 Construction of Work on Public Roads 

The Township will construct or will have constructed the works 
(roads, storm drainage, and private drain connections) 
required on the public roads (called the public services). 
This will be for all works except for driveway construction 
and boulevard regrading and finishing which works are to be 
done by the Lot Purchaser. The Township Engineer will prepare 
a description of the work required and will review such with 
the Township Road Superintendent, An estimate of the costs of 
the work to be done by the Township is included as Schedule 
'D\ Fifty percent of this cost estimate shall be payable by 
the Owner prior to the stamping of the deeds for the new 
building lots. The Township will then proceed to construct 
the works when weather permits. 

1.4 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his 
obligations of construction re the new building lots in 
accordance with the approved plan. The Owner agrees to 
provide free of charge to any lot purchaser a copy of this 
agreement as registered, a copy of the approved plan, a notice 
that this agreement is registered against the lot acquired, 
and a written notice that the lot purchaser is required to 
comply with all applicable sections of this agreement. 



1.5 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner or Lot purchasers shall employ a competent engineer 
registered by the Professional Engineers of Ontario to prepare 
a site specific plan for each lot showing the grading and 
drainage, the driveway and boulevard work, and the location of 
the septic system and well. This shall be done prior to 
applying for a building permit. 
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The Owner or Lot purchaser may retain the Township Engineer to 
undertake the above or he may retain another qualified 
Professional Engineer in which case the Township Engineer 
shall review the site specific plans, specifications, work, 
etc. of this Engineer. 

1.6 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building 
lot it should become evident that other work is necessary to 
provide adequately any of the required services, the Owner 
shall construct, install or perform such additional works at 
the request of the Township. 

1.7 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the 
work with respect to the new building lots, as evidenced by 
the Engineer's Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 17, the 
Owner and/or the Lot Purchasers of the new lots agree to 
indemnify and save harmless the Township against all actions, 
causes of action, suits, claims, and demands whatsoever which 
may arise either directly or indirectly by reason of the Owner 
or Lot Purchasers undertaking this development, or from any 
part or omission by the Owner or Lot Purchasers, his agents, 
servants or contractors in the performance of any matter or 
thing in this Agreement. 

1-8 Timing of Work on Roads 

The public services are to be constructed prior to the 
issuance of a building permit except where the Township deems 
any part of such may be constructed after the permit(s) are 
issued. 

1.9 Intent 

Each of the parties agrees to do all acts, within its power, 

necessary or proper to be done by it to carry out the 

intention of this Agreement which is to secure a development 

of good quality and free from drainage and other functional 
problems. 

2. DRAINAGE ACT MATTERS 

2.1 Engineer's Report for new Drain Construction 

The Owner agrees to petition for and to pay the costs of a 
report required by the Township pursuant to the Drainage Act 
to incorporate the additions to the South Princeton Drainage 
Works as shown on the approved plan. 

2.2 Engineer's Report for Ex isting Drain Maintenance 

The report required by the Township above pursuant to the 
Drainage Act shall provide revised maintenance schedules for 
the existing drain. 

2.3 Connection Charge 

The Owner shall pay the assessment as indicated on Page 24 of 
the South Princeton Drainage Works Report which states that, 
"the lot shall pay the cost of the connection which shall be 
done to the Township approval and shall pay an assessment to 
the Township equal to the difference in cost between $ 1 800 and 
the cost of making the connection, " In the case of this 
agreement the sum shall be $3600 less $700 for a total of 
$2900. 

2.4 Advising Lot Purchasers of Obligations Relating to Drainage 
Reports 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser(s) of its 
obligations with respect to any existing or future Engineer's 
Reports pursuant to the Drainage Act. 
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2.5 Advising Lot Purchaser of Obligations Relating to Future Drainage 
Problems 

The Owner and lot purchasers acknowledge that if unforeseen 
drainage problems should result a future drain may be required 
and that assessments of cost may be made to them if the drain 
proceeds. 

The Owner and lot purchasers are to recognize that there may be 
two situations that will require these lots to contribute to the 
cost of a future drainage works. The first situation could 
originate from a petition by the Road Superintendent and the 
second could originate from a downstream landowner asking to have 
a drain constructed to attend to a drainage problem associated 
with this lot development. 

3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Grading of Lot fTo Provide Proper Drainage! 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lots as shown on the 
site specific plans, and/or to notify the lot purchasers of their 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case of 
default, the grading on the lots as per the approved plans. 



4. DRIVEWAYS 

4.1 General 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his obligation 
to construct a driveway from the travelled portion of the road to 
the front line of the lot. The driveway shall initially consist 
of granular and shall ultimately be finished using a hard 
surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete or paving blocks, 

4.2 Permits 

The Owner shall advise each lot purchaser that it is his 
responsibility to obtain any required permit for driveway 
construction from the affected road authority. 

4.3 Specifications 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of Schedule C. 



5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Owner will arrange and pay for the main lines of these 
services within the road allowances to be extended to service the 
new lots. Connections from the main lines of the services into 
the lot will be the responsibility of the lot purchaser. 

6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paying into Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100.00 per each new building 
lot to the Township which sum shall be deposited in the 
Township's Reserve Account for Street Lighting. This sum shall 
be payable prior to the stamping of the deeds. 

6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the 
area of the lot comparable in appearance, spacing, location and 
intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 
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7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paying into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 per each new building lot 
to the Township, which sum is to be deposited into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Sidewalk Extensions, Improvements and 
Maintenance. This sum shall be payable prior to the stamping of 
the deeds. 



8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for each new building lot created, a sum 
of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as a deposit for cash in 
lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed into the Township's 
Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be 
payable prior to the stamping of the deeds. 

9. RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or any lot purchaser liable for 

any damages to an existing road that occurs as a result of 

construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 

section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any 
curb, any utility, any sign and any other works in the boulevards. 

10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road allowances, 
to a degree as required by the Township, the affected boulevard 
areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and seeded. Sodding may be 
required in lieu of seeding if in the opinion of the Township 
engineer, weather conditions do not permit seeding and erosion 
would be better controlled by sodding. Schedule C may provide 
details of the work required by the lot purchaser in the 
boulevards. 



11 WATER SUPPLY 

11.1 General 

Individual or private water supply will be the responsibility of 

the Owner or each Lot Purchaser, 

Each well shall be constructed in accordance with Oxford County 

Board of Health and MOEE guidelines and policies. 

Although the Township is unaware of any problems with the ground 

water or existing wells in the area, the owner or lot purchaser is 

advised to ensure the availability of a potable water supply prior 

to any construction. 

11.2 Notification of Lot Purchaser of Obligations of Future Municipal 
Systems 

The Owner agrees to advise each lot purchaser that if at any time 
a municipal water system should be constructed in Princeton, that 
all lots shall be required to disconnect from the water supply 
required pursuant to this agreement and to connect to such new 
municipal system and to pay all costs levied for such municipal 
system pursuant to an approved municipal bylaw, 

12. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

12.1 General 

Individual or private septic systems will be the responsibility of 

the Owner or each Lot Purchaser. 

The septic system shall be constructed in accordance with Oxford 

County Board of Health and MOEE guidelines & policies. 

The Owner agrees to provide details of any proposed septic system 

on the site specific plan. 
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12.2 Timing 

No building permits will be issued unless the applicant has the 
required Certificate of Approval from the Health Unit at the time 
of applying for the building permit. 

12.3 Notification of Lot Pu rchaser of Obligations of Future Municipal 

Systems 

The Owner agrees to advise the each lot purchaser that if at any 
time a municipal sewage system should be constructed in Princeton, 
that all lots shall be required to disconnect from the private 
septic system required pursuant to this agreement and to connect 
to such new municipal system and to pay all costs levied for such 
municipal system pursuant to an approved municipal bylaw. 

13. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOTS 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plan 

All work on each new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plan as defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of its 
obligation to prepare a site specific plan showing how the 
approved plan will be implemented on each lot. The site specific 
plan shall provide that driveways, wells and private septic 
systems shall generally be in the same locations as shown on the 
approved plan. The site specific plan shall show top of 

foundation wall elevations. The site specific plan shall be 

prepared by someone customarily involved and experienced in such 
work. The Township Engineer may be retained to prepare the Site 
Specific Plan or shall approve it if prepared by anyone else. The 
lot purchaser is responsible for implementing the site specific 
plan once approved. 

13.3 A pproval of Site Specific Plan Prior to Issuance of Building 
Permits 

The site specific plan required by Section 13.2 hereabove shall be 
prepared or approved by the Township Engineer prior to the 
issuance of a building permit. 

13.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 
hereto. 

13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one year 
of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Changes 

All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan 
and in accordance with the site specific plan for each property 
subject only to such changes as are approved by the Township in 
writing. 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1 . 1 and 17. 1 will only be released when 
satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard work 
for, exists re each new building lot. The Owner shall notify each 
lot purchaser that the Township will have the right to enter onto 
the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if necessary. 
When satisfactory lot grading, construction and boulevard work 
including driveways exists on or by each new building lot, these 
securities will be released to the current owners of the building 
lots. 
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14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans and 
specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicing to finalize this Consent Agreement 
and to participate in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Tpwnship Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the Township 
Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction 
is being done in accordance with the approved plans or in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the 
Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the Township. The 
Township may deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require 
that another Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and 
the costs involved shall be paid by the Owner and/or lot purchaser 
forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Le gal and En gineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, if 
in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 days 
of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner. The 
cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs 
payable by any lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof. All 

outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, shall be paid 
prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of 
the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway 
Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the 
above and are covered in Section 17 hereto. 

15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for any new 
building lots created, the Owner shall: 

1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1.2. 

2. Have paid 50% of the cost of the estimated work to be done by 

the Township on the roadways as required by Section 1.3. (See Section 15.11) 

3. Have filed the petition required by Section 2. 1 and paid the 
cost of $1500. (See Section 15.11) 

4. Have paid the cost of $2900 in accordance with clause 2.4. (See Section 15.11) 

5. Have paid the sum for street lighting as required by Section 
6. 

6. Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7. 

7. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8. 

8. Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, including 
those required by Section 14.3. 

9. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to have 
this agreement registered against each new building lot as 
required by Section 19. 

10. Have executed this agreement with the Township. 

11. The Owner, after February 5th, 1996, hereby agrees to undertake 
payment of the items covered in this Section, namely 15.2, 15,3. 
and 15.4 prior to the sale of one of the lots described in Schedule 
"A" attached hereto. 
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16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site specific plan as 
required by Section 13.2 must be approved. A building permit 
format shall be used whereby the Owner or Lot Purchaser shall not 
receive permission to frame until the foundation has been 
certified. The Owner or Lot Purchaser shall have the completed 
foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land Surveyor or a 
Professional Engineer and shall show such certification to the 
Township. 

16.2 Development Charges 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid 
prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

16.3 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a Building 
Permit 

a) Obtain certificate of approval from Health Unit for the 
private septic systems. 

b) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

c) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and 
future costs must be attended to. 

d) Obtain the entrance permit from the applicable authority. 

17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, each lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway work, 
the Township will require a security of $2,500 per lot, cash or 
certified cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This 
deposit shall be returned, as also specified below, to the lot 
owner at the time, without interest and less the costs of the 
Township Engineer's involvement with site specific plans, site 
reviews and any foundation certification works, and upon the 
Township Engineer's certification of lot grading and driveway 
construction and shall only be returned if any damages to existing 
services such as the Roads are attended to and if all other 
matters required by this agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any work 

required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the current 
lot owner. 

17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, to 

construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or to work 

on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any 
part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site specific plan, a one time 
review of the foundation certificate and a one time review of lot 
grading and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township 
Engineer will be $250.00. If the Township Engineer prepares the 
site specific plan and does the survey work for the foundation 
elevation checking, an additional estimated cost of $300 per lot 
will be involved if both lots are done at the same time. If the 
lots are not done at the same time the costs will be $500 per lot. 
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17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as 
follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion of 
acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to that 
point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial costs. 
Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon completion of 
the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and 
subject to repairs being made and less the final Engineering 
costs. Completion certificates will be issued at each release of 
funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within one 
(1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not attended to 
by this time the Township may itself enter upon the lot and 
complete the lot grading at the expense of the security deposit. 

17.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading shall be deemed to 
be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) has been 
completed to the elevations shown on the approved site plan, sod 
has been placed or there is an established growth from seeding. 

18. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 

against the Owner or any Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of this 

section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of this 

Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying 
the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of which 
there has been default and collect the cost of doing so from 
the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement and 
collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to recover the cost of performing such services or 
collection of charges due in like manner as municipal taxes 
under the authority of Section 326 of the Municipal Act, RSO 
1990, as amended. 

19. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

19.1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have been 
complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, the 
Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of Compliance 
certifying compliance with this Agreement to the time of the 
Certificate. 

20. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 
None are required. 
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21. MISCELLANEOUS 

21.1 Agreement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the land and 
shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township or County. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to finishing 
of driveways and boulevards. 

21.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plan and in 

accordance with the site specific plans to be prepared for each 

property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to 

waive or rescind any term or condition contained in this agreement 

provided that such condition is waived or rescinded by resolution 
of Council. 

22. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as an 
estoppel against the Owner in any such proceedings.

AND WHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land Division Committee for the 
approval of a consent(s) to sever with respect to the said lands that will create nine (9) new building 
lot(s) along Cuthbertson Street Bright hereinafter called the new building lot(s); 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee (Application Number B-6/94, B- 
7/94, B-8/94, B 110/94 to B- 116/94) has granted the severance(s) subject to conditions being 
fulfilled to the Township's satisfaction as per their decision dated March 2, 1995, a copy of which is 
attached hereto as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements with an Owner as a 
condition to the granting of a severance in accordance with Section 53 of the Planning Act, 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of other good and 
valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars ($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by 
each of the parties hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is acknowledged), 
the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and agree with each other as follows: 

1. GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.) per new building lot 
created in the form of cash or certified cheque with the Township as soon as he wishes 
negotiations to attend to this agreement, the services and lot construction to commence.

1.3 Construction of Work on Public Roads 

Wherever possible, the Township will construct the works (roads, drainage, water, sewers, 
utility mains, etc.) required on the public roads (called the public services). This will be for 
all works except for driveway construction and boulevard regrading and finishing which 
works are to be done by the Lot Purchaser. 

1.4 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his obligations of construction re the new 
building lot(s) in accordance with the approved plans. The Owner agrees to provide free of 
charge to any lot purchaser a copy of this agreement as registered, a copy of the approved 
plans, a notice that this agreement is registered against the lot acquired, and a written notice 
that the lot purchaser is required to comply with all applicable sections of this agreement. 

1.5 Owner to employ Engineer for design

The Owner and the Township have petitioned for improvements to the Goff Drain to 
accommodate this development.

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The Goff Drain report will deal with future maintenance costs and the provisions of the 
Drainage Act will apply to the future lot owner.

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to construct a driveway from 
the travelled portion of the Road to the front line of the lot. The driveway shall initially 
consist of granular and shall ultimately be finished using a hard surfacing material, either 
asphalt, concrete or paving blocks. 

4.2 Timing 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation not to construct the hard 
surface of the driveway and until the lot grading and house construction is completed. 

4.3 Permits 

The Owner shall advise each lot purchaser that it is his responsibility to obtain any required 
permit for driveway construction from the affected road authority. 

4.4 Specifications 

The driveway shall be constructed in accordance with the requirements of Schedule C. 



5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Township will arrange for the main lines of these services within the road allowances if 
such do not exist but if such are in the community and are possible to be extended. 
Connections from the main lines of the services into the lot will be the responsibility of the 
lot purchaser. 

5.2 Connection Charges 

The Owner shall arrange to pay for the cost, where applicable, for the extension of Hydro, 
etc. The Township will not issue any Building Permits until Ontario Hydro confirms that 
satisfaction arrangements have been made to provide electrical service to the particular lot. 
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6.0 STREET LIGHTING 

6.1 Paving into Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $100.00 per each residential lot created to the Township 
which sum shall be deposited in the Township's Reserve Account for Street Lighting. This 
sum shall be payable in a minimum of one instalment per individual lot being due prior to the 
stamping of the deed(s). 

6.2 Level of Service 

The Township agrees to ensure that street lighting exists in the area of the lot comparable in 
appearance, spacing, location and intensity to existing lighting in the area except as provided 
differently by the Special Provisions. 



7.0 SIDEWALKS 

7.1 Paving into Sidewalk Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay the sum of $500 per each residential lot created to the Township, 
which sum is to be deposited into the Township's Reserve Account for Sidewalk Extensions, 
Improvements and Maintenance. This sum shall be payable in a minimum of one instalment 
per individual lot being due prior to the deed being stamped. 



8. PARKLAND FEES 

8.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for each residential lot created, a sum of Seven Hundred Dollars 
($700) per lot as a deposit for cash in lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed into the 
Township's Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be payable in a 
minimum of one instalment per individual lot being due prior to the stamping of the deed(s). 



9. RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township may hold the Owner or lot purchaser liable for any damages to an existing road 
that occurs as a result of construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes of this 
section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, any curb, any utility, any sign and any 
other works in the boulevards. 



10. BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road allowances, to a degree as required 
by the Township, the affected boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and sodded. 
Seeding will be permissible in lieu of sodding if set out in the Special Provisions. Erosion 
control and existing aesthetics will be considerations in requiring sod rather than seed. The 
Special Provisions and Schedule C may provide details of the work required by the lot 
purchaser in the boulevards. 



11.0 WATER SUPPLY 

11.1 Su pply is from a Municipal System 

a) Connection Charges 

There are no connection charges associated with these severances. 
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b) Construction of Services in Roadways 

The water system within the right-of-way shall be constructed by the County of 
Oxford. 

c) Inspection of Work Beyond the Road 

Prior to backfilling any house connection to a water line, the Owner shall ensure, or 
shall ensure the Lot Purchaser is aware that he is to ensure, the connection is 
inspected and that a reference to fixed points has been made. 

d) Ownership 

The Owner agrees that upon construction the ownership of any water works within 
the road allowance shall be that of the County of Oxford. 

e) Water System Fees 

The Owner shall notify the Lot Purchaser that they will be responsible to pay the 
current water system fees to the County of Oxford beginning when a system 
connection is made. 

12. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

12.1 Disposal is by Individual Septic System 

a) General 

Individual or private septic systems will be the responsibility of the Owner or the Lot 

Purchaser. 

The septic system shall be constructed in accordance with Oxford County Board of 

Health and MOEE guidelines & policies. 

The Owner agrees to provide details on the site specific plan. 

A copy of the Oxford County Board of Health Approval is required prior to the 
issuance of a Building Permit. 



13 CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOTfS^I 

13.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plans 

All work on any new building lot created must be in accordance with the approved plans as 
defined in Section 1.2. 

13.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of its obligation to prepare a site 
plan showing how the approved plans will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall 
provide that driveways, private septic systems and septic reserve areas shall generally be in 
the same locations as shown on the overall grading plan. The site plan shall show top of 
foundation wall elevations. The site plan shall be prepared by someone customarily involved 
and experienced in such work. The Township Engineer may be retained to prepare the Site 
Plan or shall approve it if prepared by anyone else. The lot purchaser is responsible for 
implementing the site plan once approved. 

13.3 Approval of Site Plan Prior to Issuance of Building Permits 

The site plan required by Section 13.2 hereabove shall be prepared or approved by the 
Township Engineer prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

13.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 17 hereto. 
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13.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one year of occupancy of the 
dwelling on the lot. 

13.6 Changes 

All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the approved plan and in accordance with 
the site plans to be prepared for each property subject only to such changes as are approved 
by the Township in writing, 

13.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot purchaser pursuant to Sections 1 . 1 and 
17.1 will only be released when satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and boulevard 
work for, exists re each new building lot. The Owner shall notify each lot purchaser that the 
Township will have the right to enter onto the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading if 
necessary. When satisfactory lot grading, construction and boulevard work including 
driveways exists on or by each new building lot, these securities will be released to the current 
owners of the building lots. 

14. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

14.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the Township to assist in the 
preparation and/or approval of plans and specifications, to participate in any reviews, 
meetings, negotiations and/or servicings to finalize this Consent Agreement and to participate 

in, review and/or approve any construction. 

14.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall inspect the installation and 
construction of the works (public services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the 
Township Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or construction is being done in 
accordance with good engineering practice, he shall advise the Owner and/or the affected lot 
purchaser, plus the Township. The Township may deem that the work, if being done by 
others, is not proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and require that another 
Contractor be placed on the job to complete such and the costs involved shall be paid by the 
Owner and/or lot purchaser forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

14.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all reasonable engineering and legal 
costs incurred by the said Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, if in excess of any deposit, such 
payment to be made within 30 days of the delivery of demand from the Township to the 
Owner. The cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not include any costs payable by any 
lot purchaser under Section 17 hereof. All outstanding accounts of the Township, at the time, 
shall be paid prior to the stamping of the deed and prior to the execution of the agreement. 

14.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and Driveway Review on Behalf of the 
Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate from the above and are covered in 
Section 17 hereto. 



15. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 

Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for any new building lots created, the Owner 
shall: 

1) Have paid the deposit required by Section 1.1 ($9,000.) 

2) Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 1.2. 

3) Have paid the sum for street lighting as required by Section 6 ($1,000). 
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4) Have paid the sum for sidewalks as required by Section 7 ($5,000). 

5) Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 8 ($7,000). 

6) Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, including those required by 
Section 14.3. 

7) Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to have this agreement 
registered against each residential lot as required by Section 19 ($50). 

8) Have provided any easements or blocks as required by Section 20. 

9) Have executed this agreement with the Township 



16. BUILDING PERMITS 

16.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site plan as required by Section 13.2 must be 
approved. A building permit format shall be used whereby the Owner shall not receive 
permission to frame until the foundation has been certified. The Owner shall have the 
completed foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land Surveyor or a Professional 
Engineer and shall show such certification to the Township, 

16.2 Development Charges 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid prior to the issuance of a 
building permit. 

16.3 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a Building Permit 

a) Obtain certificate of approval from Health Unit for any private septic systems. 

b) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway construction. 

c) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing and future costs must be 
attended to. 

16.4 Water Supp ly 

A Building Permit will not be issued unless the Director of Engineering for the County of 
Oxford indicates, in writing, that water is available for use for the lot in question, 

165 Goff Drain 

Building Permits will not be issued unless the tender for the reconstruction of the Goff Drain 
has been signed by the Township. Upon recommendation of the Township Engineer, and 
approval of Township Council, this clause may be waived for the construction of one lot. 
Parts 1 and 2 of Plan 41R-5551 must have the Goff Drain relocated off of them prior to 
issuance of a Building Permit. 



17. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

17.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, lot purchaser or his successor constructs acceptable lot grading, 
boulevard and driveway work, the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or 
certified cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This deposit shall be returned, as also 
specified below, to the lot owner at the time, without interest and less the costs of the 
Township Engineer's involvement with site plans, site reviews and any foundation certification 
works, and upon the Township Engineer's Certification of lot grading and driveway 
construction and shall only be returned if any damages to existing services such as the Roads 
are attended to and if all other matters required by this agreement are attended to. 

17.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current owner of the lot regardless of 
who filed the deposit. Any work required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the 
current lot owner. 
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17.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is default in attending to repair of damages, to construction of driveways, to finishing 
of boulevards or to work on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, may use any part 
of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

17.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site plan, a one time review of the foundation certificate 
and a one time review of lot grading and driveway work, the estimated cost of the Township 
Engineer will be $250.00, If the Township Engineer prepares the site plan and does the 
survey work for the foundation elevation checking, an additional estimated cost of $250 per 
lot will be involved. Multiple trips or revisions to plans may increase these fees. 

17.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be as follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to 
be released upon completion of acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to that point being repaired and 
less the Engineer's initial costs. Secondly the balance, $1,000. is to be released upon 
completion of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the driveway and subject to 
repairs being made and less the final Engineering costs. Completion certificates will be issued 
at each release of funds. 

17.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within one (1) year of occupancy of 
the lot. If the work is not attended to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the lot 
and complete the lot grading at the expense of the security deposit. 



18, DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have against the Owner or Lot 
Purchaser, who for purposes of this section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach 
of this Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first notifying the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of which there has been default 
and collect the cost of doing so from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner and collect the 
amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement and collect the cost of 
so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being required to perform any 
of the services herein mentioned in addition to any other remedy, the Township shall 
have the right to add the cost of performing such services to the Municipal Tax Roll 
herein. 



19. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

19. 1 The owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this agreement in the appropriate 
Registry or Land Titles Office. 

19.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been registered or deposited on title 
it shall not be released by the Township until all terms and conditions of the agreement have 
been complied with to the Township's satisfaction. At such time, the Township, upon 
request, shall issue a Certificate of Compliance certifying compliance with this Agreement to 
the time of the Certificate. 
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20. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 

20.1 Easements 

Not applicable to this Agreement. 

20.2 Road Widenings. One Foot Reserves 

Part 14 ofPlan 41R-5551 shall be transferred to the Township of Blandford-Blenheim for a 
road widening of Cuthbertson Street, free of all encumbrances and at no cost to the 
Township. Part 15 of Plan 41R-5551 shall be registered as a one-foot reserve in favour of 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 



20. MISCELLANEOUS 

20.1 Agreement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein contained on the part of the 
Owner shall run with the land and shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of the said lands from time 
to time and shall be appurtenant to the adjoining roadways in the ownership of the Township 
or County. Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser shall assume the 
applicable obligations of the Owner as they relate to work on the applicable lot and with 
respect to finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

20.2 Variations 

All work is to be in accordance with the approved plans and in accordance with the site plans 
to be prepared for each property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to waive or rescind any term 
or condition contained in this agreement provided that such condition is waived or rescinded 
by resolution of Council. 

20.3 Part4ofPlan41R-5551 

It is quite possible that the Owner may apply to merge Part 4 of the registered plan with Part 
5. If this process is successfully completed, the fees and deposits payable to the Township 
for this particular building lot will be refunded. Notification in writing from the Oxford 
County Planning Department will be required prior to refunding the fees and deposits. 



21. ESTOPPEL 

The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly in any proceedings 
whatsoever in law or in equity or before any administrative tribunal, the right of the Township 
to enter into this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and condition 
herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as an estoppel against the Owner in any 
such proceedings.

of which is attached hereto as Schedule B; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements 
with an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in 
accordance with Section 53 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof 
is acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise 
and agree with each other as follows: 

1. GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($ 1 ,000) per new building lot created in the form of cash or 
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certified cheque with the Township as soon as he wishes 
negotiations to attend to this agreement, the services and lot 
construction to commence. This deposit shall be used as a 
security for expenses of the Township. The Owner shall

1.3 Construction Within County Right-of-Way 

Work done within the road right-of-way by either the owner or 
lot purchaser shall be done to the County of Oxford's 
satisfaction. 

1.4 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his 
obligations of construction re the new building lots in 
accordance with the approved plan. The Owner agrees to 
provide free of charge to any lot purchaser a copy of this 
agreement as registered, a copy of the approved plan, a notice 
that this agreement is registered against the lot acquired, 
and a written notice that the lot purchaser is required to 
comply with all applicable sections of this agreement. 

1.5 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner or Lot purchasers shall employ a competent engineer 
registered by the Professional Engineers of Ontario to prepare 
a site specific plan for each lot showing the grading and 
drainage, the driveway and boulevard work, and the location of 
the septic system and well. This shall be done prior to 
applying for a building permit. 

The Owner or Lot purchaser may retain the Township Engineer to 
undertake the above or he may retain another qualified 
Professional Engineer in which case the Township Engineer 
shall review the site specific plans, specifications, work, 
etc. of this Engineer. 

1.6 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building 
lot it should become evident that other work is necessary to 
provide adequately any of the required services, the Owner 
shall construct, install or perform such additional works at 
the request of the Township. 

1.7 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the 
work with respect to the new building lots, as evidenced by 
the Engineer* s Certificate of Lot Grading of Section 15, the 
Owner and/or the Lot Purchasers of the new lots agree to 
indemnify and save harmless the Township against all actions, 
causes of action, suits, claims, and demands whatsoever which 
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may arise either directly or indirectly by reason of the Owner

1.8 Intent 

Each of the parties agrees to do all acts, within its power, 
necessary or proper to be done by it to carry out the 
intention of this Agreement which is to secure a development 
of good quality and free from drainage and other functional 
problems. 



2. DRAINAGE ACT MATTERS 

2.1 En gineer's Report on Maintenance of Existing Drain 

The Owner agrees to pay the cost of $300 for a new report 

pursuant to Section 65 of the Drainage Act to reapportion 

assessments for maintenance of the Pinder Drain. This sum 
shall be payable prior to stamping of the deeds. 

2.2 Advising Lol Purchasers of Obligations Relating to. ihe. 

Drainage Act 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot puchaser(s) of its 
obligations with respect to any existing or future Engineer's 
Reports pursuant to the Drainage Act. The Owner and lot 
purchaser acknowledge that if drainage problems should result 
a future drain may be required and that assessments of cost 
may be made to them if the drain proceeds. 



3. OTHER DRAINAGE MATTERS 

3.1 Grading of Lot (To Provide Proper Drainage') 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lots as shown on 
the site specific plans, and/or to notify the lot purchasers 
of their obligations in implementing, or permitting by others 
in case of default, the grading on the lots as per the 
approved plans. 



4. DRIVEWAYS 

4.1 General 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his 
obligation to construct a driveway from the travelled portion 
of the road to the front line of the lot. The driveway shall 
initially consist of granular and shall ultimately be finished 
using a hard surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete or 
paving blocks. 

4.2 Permits 

The Owner shall advise each lot purchaser that it is his 

responsibility to obtain any required permit for driveway 

construction from the affected road authority and pay the 
required fee. 

4.3 Specifications 

The driveways and culverts shall be constructed in accordance 
with the requirements of Schedule C. 
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5. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

5.1 General 

The Owner will arrange and pay for the main lines of these 
services within the road allowances to be extended if 
required, to service the new lots. Connections from the 
main lines of the services into the lot will be the 
responsibility of the lot purchaser. 



6. PARKLAND FEES 

6.1 Paying into T ownship's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for each new building lot created, a 
sum of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as a deposit for 
cash in lieu of parklands which sum is to be placed into the 
Township's Reserve Account for Parks and Recreation. This 
sum shall be payable prior to the stamping of the deeds. 



7. RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township or County may hold the Owner or any lot 

purchaser liable for any damages to an existing road that 

occurs as a result of construction pursuant to this 

agreement. For purposes of this section, the road shall 

consist of the surface, any base, any curb, any utility, any 
sign and any other works in the boulevards. 



BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road 
allowances, to a degree as required by the Township or 
County, the affected boulevard areas shall be regraded, 
topsoiled and seeded. Schedule C may provide details of the 
work required by the lot purchaser in the boulevards. 



9 WATER SUPPLY 

9.1 General 

Individual or private water supply will be the 

responsibility of the Owner or each Lot Purchaser. 

Each well shall be constructed in accordance with Oxford 

County Board of Health and MOEE guidelines and policies. 

Although the Township is unaware of any problems with the 

ground water or existing wells in the area, the owner or lot 

purchaser is advised to ensure the availability of a potable 

water supply prior to any construction. 



10. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

10.1 General 

Individual or private septic systems will be the 

responsibility of the Owner or each Lot Purchaser. 

The septic system shall be constructed in accordance with 

Oxford County Board of Health and MOEE guidelines & 

policies. 

The Owner agrees to provide details of any proposed septic 

system on the site specific plan. 

10.2 Timing 

No building permits will be issued unless the applicant has 
the required Certificate of Approval from the Health Unit at 
the time of applying for the building permit. 
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11. CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOTS 

11.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plan 

All work on each new building lot created must be in 
accordance with the approved plan as defined in Section 1.2. 

11.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser 
of its obligation to prepare a site specific plan showing 
how the approved plan will be implemented on each lot. The 
site specific plan shall provide that driveways, wells and 
private septic systems shall generally be in the same 
locations as shown on the approved plan. The site specific 
plan shall show top of foundation wall elevations. The site 
specific plan shall be prepared by someone customarily 
involved and experienced in such work. The Township 

Engineer may be retained to prepare the Site Specific Plan 
or shall approve it if prepared by anyone else. The lot 
purchaser is responsible for implementing the site specific 
plan once approved, 

11.3 Approval of Site Specific Plan Prior to Issuance of Building 
Permits 

The site specific plan required by Section 11.2 hereabove 
shall be approved by the County and Township Engineers prior 
to the issuance of a building permit. 

11.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with 
Section 15 hereto. 

11.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within 
one year of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 

11.6 Changes 

All work on each lot is to be in accordance with the 

approved plan and in accordance with the site specific plan 

for each property subject only to such changes as are 
approved by the Township in writing. 

11.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or any lot 
purchaser pursuant to Sections 1.1 and 15.1 will only be 
released when satisfactory lot grading and construction on, 
and boulevard work for, exists re each new building lot. 
The Owner shall notify each lot purchaser that the Township 
will have the right to enter onto the lot and to complete 
satisfactory lot grading if necessary. When satisfactory 

lot grading, construction and boulevard work including 
driveways exists on or by each new building lot, these 
securities will be released to the current owners of the 
building lots. 



12. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

12.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent 
Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 

Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of 

plans and specifications, to participate in any reviews, 

meetings, negotiations and/or servicing to finalize this 

Consent Agreement and to participate in, review and/or 
approve any construction. 
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12.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works 
(public services and work on the lot) from time to time. If 
the Township Engineer is not satisfied that such 
installation or construction is being done in accordance 
with the approved plans or in accordance with good 
engineering practice, he shall advise the Owner and/or the 
affected lot purchaser, plus the Township. The Township may 
deem that the work, if being done by others, is not 
proceeding in a proper manner and may stop the work and 
require that another Contractor be placed on the job to 
complete such and the costs involved shall be paid by the 
Owner and/or lot purchaser forthwith upon demand by the 
Township. 

12.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement 
of this agreement and any plans or specifications required 
by it, if in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made 
within 30 days of the delivery of demand from the Township 
to the Owner. The cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall 
not include any costs payable by any lot purchaser under 
Section 15 hereof. All outstanding accounts of the 

Township, at the time, shall be paid prior to the stamping 
of the deed and prior to the execution of the agreement. 

12.4 Township Engineer's Involvement with Lot Grading and 
Driveway Review on Behalf of the Lot Purchaser 

These services of the Township Engineer will be separate 
from the above and are covered in Section 15 hereto. 



13. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEED 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for any new 
building lots created, the Owner shall: 

1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 
1.2. 

2. Have paid the cost of the reapportionment report required 
by Section 2.1. 

3. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by 
Section 6. 

4. Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, 
including those required by Section 14.3. 

5. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to 
have this agreement registered against each new building 
lot as required by Section 17. 

6. Have executed this agreement with the Township. 



14. BUILDING PERMITS 

14.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site specific 
plan as required by Section 11.2 must be approved. A 
building permit format shall be used whereby the Owner or 
Lot Purchaser shall not receive permission to frame until 
the foundation has been certified. The Owner or Lot 

Purchaser shall have the completed foundation reviewed and 
certified by an Ontario Land Surveyor or a Professional 
Engineer and shall show such certification to the Township. 

14.2 Development Charges 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be 
paid prior to the issuance of a building permit.

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14.3 Other Matters to be Amended to Prior to Issuance of a 
Building Permit 

a) Obtain certificate of approval from Health Unit for the 
private septic systems. 

b) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

c) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing 
and future costs must be attended to. 

d) Obtain the entrance permit and grading approval of the 
County Engineer for work within the road allowance. 



15. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

15.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, each lot purchaser or his 
successor constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and 
driveway work, the Township will require a security of 
$2,500 per lot, cash or certified cheque, prior to issuance 
of a building permit. This deposit shall be returned, as 
also specified below, to the lot owner at the time, without 
interest and less the costs of the Township Engineer's 
involvement with site specific plans, site reviews and any 
foundation certification works, and upon the Township 
Engineer's certification of lot grading and driveway 
construction and shall only be returned if any damages to 
existing services such as the Roads are attended to and if 
all other matters required by this agreement are attended 
to. 



15.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the 
current owner of the lot regardless of who filed the 
deposit. Any work required will be deemed to be the 
responsibility of the current lot owner. 

15.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, 
to construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or 
to work on the lot, the Township, to the extent necessary, 
may use any part of or all of the deposit to attend to such. 

15.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the site specific plan, a one 
time review of the foundation certificate and a one time 
review of lot grading and driveway work, the estimated cost 
of the Township Engineer will be $250.00. If the Township 
Engineer prepares the site specific plan and does the survey 
work for the foundation elevation checking, an additional 
estimated cost of $300 per lot will be involved if both lots 
are done at the same time. If the lots are not done at the 
same time the costs will be $500 per lot. 

15.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall 
be as follows: Firstly, $1 ,500 is to be released upon 
completion of acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway 
construction exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to 
any damages to that point being repaired and less the 
Engineer's initial costs. Secondly the balance, $1,000, is 
to be released upon completion of the driveway and boulevard 
work adjacent to the driveway and subject to repairs being 
made and less the final Engineering costs. Completion 

certificates will be issued at each release of funds. 
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15.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to 
within one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is 
not attended to by this time the Township may itself enter 
upon the lot and complete the lot grading at the expense of 
the security deposit. 

15.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading .shall be 

deemed to be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) 

has been completed to the elevations shown on the approved 

site plan, sod has been placed or there is an established 
growth from seeding. 



16. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or any Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of 
this section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach 
of this Agreement, the Township, at its option and after 
first notifying the Owner, may: 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of 
doing so from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the 
Owner and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this 
agreement and collect the cost of so doing from the 
Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township 
being required to perform any of the services herein 
mentioned in addition to any other remedy, the Township 
shall have the right to recover the cost of performing 
such services or collection of charges due in like manner 
as municipal taxes under the authority of Section 326 of 
the Municipal Act, RSO 1990, as amended. 

17. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

17.1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office. 

17.2 It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has 
been registered or deposited on title it shall not be 
released by the Township until all terms and conditions of 
the agreement have been complied with to the Township's 
satisfaction. At such time, the Township, upon request, 
shall issue a Certificate of Compliance certifying 
compliance with this Agreement to the time of the 
Certificate. 

18. EASEMENTS. BLOCKS 
None are required. 



19. MISCELLANEOUS 

19.1 Agreement to Enure 

The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings 
herein contained on the part of the Owner shall run with the 
land and shall be binding upon it and upon its heirs, 
executors, administrators, successors and assigns as owners 
and occupiers of the said lands from time to time and shall 
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be appurtenant to the adjoining roadways in the ownership of 
the Township or County. Notwithstanding the generality of 
the above, each lot purchaser shall assume the applicable 
obligations of the Owner as they relate to work on the 
applicable lot and with respect to finishing of driveways 
and boulevards. 

19.2 Variations 

AH work is to be in accordance with the approved plan and 

in accordance with the site specific plans to be prepared 

for each property subject only to such changes as are 

approved by the Township in writing.

WHEREAS the Owner represents that he is the registered owner of those 
lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim described in 
Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the Said Lands; 



AND WHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land 
Division Committee for the approval of consent to sever with respect 
to the said lands that will create a new building lot along the north 
side of County Road 47, hereinafter called the new building lot; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee (Application 
Number B128/94 has granted the severance subject to conditions being 
fulfilled to the Township's satisfaction as per their decision dated 
November 3, 1994; 



NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof is 
acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise and 
agree with each other as follows: 



L GENERAL 

1.1 Deposit 

The Owner shall deposit the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) 
for the new building lot created in the form of cash or certified 
cheque with the Township as soon as he wishes negotiations to 
attend to this agreement, the services and lot construction to 
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J. & R. Spencer 



commence. This deposit shall be used as a security for expenses of 
the Township. The Owner shall provide additional sums as necessary 
with the Township as the work continues and as accounts are paid, 
and if this security is drawn on, to ensure that a minimum deposit 
of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) is always on hand with the 
Township until this agreement is released. This deposit when 

released shall be payable to the owners of the new building lot 
created. The deposit may be reduced prior to being released in 
accordance with other sections of this agreement. 

1.2 All work to conform to approved plan 

The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction of 

all structures and services in accordance with the approved plan 
required by, and in accordance with the sections of, this 

agreement. All approved plans are to be initialled by the 

. . Township Engineer. 

1.3 Construction Within County Right-of-Way 

Work done within the road right-of-way by either the owner or lot 
purchaser shall be done to the County of Oxford's satisfaction. 

1.4 Owner to notify lot purchaser of his obligations 

The Owner agrees to notify each lot purchaser of his obligations 
of construction re the new building lot in accordance with the 
approved plan. The Owner agrees to provide free of charge to any 
lot purchaser a copy of this agreement as registered, a copy of 
the approved plan, a notice that this agreement is registered 
against the lot acquired, and a written notice that the 
purchaser is required to comply with all applicable sections of 
this agreement. 

1.5 Owner to employ Engineer for design 

The Owner or Lot purchasers shall employ a competent engineer 
registered by the Professional Engineers of Ontario to prepare a 
site specific plan for the lot showing the grading and drainage, 
the driveway and boulevard work, and the location of the septic 
system and well if the proposed construction is different than the 
approved plan in this agreement. This shall be done prior to 
applying for a building permit. 

The Owner or Lot purchaser may retain the Township Engineer to 
undertake the above or he may retain another qualified 
Professional Engineer in which case the Township Engineer shall 
review the site specific plan, specifications, work, etc. of this 
Engineer. 

1.6 Other Work 

If at any time during the construction for the new building lot it 

should become evident that other work is necessary to provide 

adequately any of the required services, the Owner shall 

construct, install or perform such additional works at the request 
of the Township. 

1.7 Liability 

Until the Council of the Township shall have accepted all the work 
with respect to the new building lot, as evidenced by the

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2. DRAINAGE MATTERS 

2.1 Grading of Lot (To Provide Proper Drainag e) 

The Owner agrees to grade the new building lot as shown on the 
site specific plan, and/or to notify the lot purchasers of their 
obligations in implementing, or permitting by others in case of 
default, the grading on the lot as per the approved plans. 



3. DRIVEWAYS 

3.1 General 

The Owner agrees to notify the lot purchaser of his obligation to 
construct a driveway from the travelled portion of the road to 
the front line of the lot. The driveway shall initially consist 
of granular and shall ultimately be finished using a hard 
surfacing material, either asphalt, concrete or paving blocks. 

3.2 Permits 

The Owner shatl advise the lot purchaser that it is his 

responsibility to notify the County of Oxford prior to 

construction of the driveway and pay to them the cost for the 
County to supply and install the driveway culvert. 

3.3 Specifications 

The driveway and culvert shall be constructed in accordance with 
the requirements of Schedule B. 

4. HYDRO. TELEPHONE. GAS. TV CABLE SERVICES 

4.1 General 

The Owner will arrange and pay for the main lines of these 
services within the road allowances to be extended if required, 
to service the new lot. Connections from the main lines of the 
services into the lot will be the responsibility of the lot 
purchaser. 



5. PARKLAND FEES 

5.1 Paying into Township's Reserve Account 

The Owner agrees to pay for the new building lot created, a sum 

of Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) as a deposit for cash in lieu of 

parklands which sum is to be placed into the Township's Reserve 

Account for Parks and Recreation. This sum shall be payable 
prior to the stamping of the deed. 



RESPONSIBILITY FOR DAMAGE TO EXISTING ROADS 

The Township or County may hold the Owner or any lot purchaser 
liable for any damages to an existing road that occurs as a 
result of construction pursuant to this agreement. For purposes 
of this section, the road shall consist of the surface, any base, 
any utility, any sign and any other works in the boulevards. 



BOULEVARDS 

Upon completion of all work on the lot and in the road 
allowances, to a degree as required by the Township or County, 
the affected boulevard areas shall be regraded, topsoiled and 
seeded. Schedule B may provide details of the work required by 
the lot purchaser in the boulevards. 
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8. WATER SUPPLY 

8.1 General 

Individual or private water supply will be the responsibility 

of the Owner or each Lot Purchaser. 

Any well shall be constructed in accordance with Oxford County 

Board of Health and MOEE guidelines and policies. 

Although the Township is unaware of any problems with the 

ground water or existing wells in the area, the owner or lot 

purchaser is advised to ensure the availability of a potable 

water supply prior to any construction. 



9. SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

9.1 General 

Individual or private septic systems will be the 

responsibility of the Owner or each Lot Purchaser. 

The septic system shall be constructed in accordance with 

Oxford County Board of Health and MOEE guidelines & policies. 

The Owner agrees to provide details of any proposed septic 

system on the site specific plan. 

9.2 Timing 

No building permits will be issued unless the applicant has 
the required Certificate of Approval from the Health Unit at 
the time of applying for the building permit. 



10, CONSTRUCTION ON THE LOT 

10.1 Work to be in Accordance with Approved Plan 

All work on the new building lot created must be in accordance 
with the approved plan as defined in Section 1.2. 

10.2 Lot Purchaser's Obligation to Prepare Site Plan 

The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of 
its obligation to prepare a site specific plan showing how the 
approved plan will be implemented on each lot if the proposed 
construction is different than the approved plan contained in 
this agreement. The site specific plan shall provide that 

driveways, wells and private septic systems shall generally be 
in the same locations as shown on the approved plan. The site 
specific plan shall show top of foundation wall elevations. 
The site specific plan shall be prepared by someone 
customarily involved and experienced in such work. The 

Township Engineer may be retained to prepare the Site 
Specific Plan or shall approve it if prepared by anyone else. 
The lot purchaser is responsible for implementing the site 
specific plan once approved. 

10.3 A pproval of Site Specific Plan Prior to Issuance of Building 
Permit 

The site specific plan required by Section 10,2 hereabove 
shall be approved by the County and Township Engineers prior 
to the issuance of a building permit. 

10.4 Deposits. Certificates of Lot Grading 

These matters shall be attended to in accordance with Section 
14 hereto. 

10.5 Timing 

Acceptable lot grading must be in place on the lot within one 
year of occupancy of the dwelling on the lot. 
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10.6 Changes 

All work on the lot is to be in accordance with the approved 

plan and in accordance with the site specific plan for the 

property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. 

10.7 Ultimate Responsibility 

All security monies provided by the Owner or the lot purchaser 
pursuant to Sections 1.1 and 14.1 will only be released when 
there exists satisfactory lot grading and construction on, and 
boulevard work for, the new building lot. The Owner shall 
notify the lot purchaser that the Township will have the right 
to enter onto the lot and to complete satisfactory lot grading 
if necessary. When satisfactory lot grading, construction and 
boulevard work including driveway exists on or by the new 
building lot, these securities will be released to the current 
owners of the building lot. 



11. TOWNSHIP'S LEGAL AND ENGINEERING SERVICES 

11.1 Review of Plans. Assistance in Finalizing the Consent Agreement 

The Township Solicitor and Engineer may be directed by the 
Township to assist in the preparation and/or approval of plans 
and specifications, to participate in any reviews, meetings, 
negotiations and/or servicing to finalize this Consent 
Agreement and to participate in, review and/or approve any 
construction. 

11.2 Inspection of Construction by Township Engineer 

Where directed by the Township, the Township Engineer shall 
inspect the installation and construction of the works (public 
services and work on the lot) from time to time. If the 
Township Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or 
construction is being done in accordance with the approved 
plans or in accordance with good engineering practice, he shall 
advise the Owner and/or the affected lot purchaser, plus the 
Township. The Township may deem that the work, if being done 
by others, is not proceeding in a proper manner and may stop 
the work and require that another Contractor be placed on the 
job to complete such and the costs involved shall be paid by 
the Owner and/or lot purchaser forthwith upon demand by the 
Township. 

11.3 Township Legal and Engineer's Costs 

The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township for all 
reasonable engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement and any plans or specifications required by it, 
if in excess of any deposit, such payment to be made within 30 
days of the delivery of demand from the Township to the Owner.

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12. MATTERS TO BE ATTENDED TO PRIOR TO STAMPING OF THE DEEP 
Prior to the Township's stamping of the deed(s) for any new 
building lots created, the Owner shall: 

1. Have completed the approved plans as required by Section 
1.2. 

2. Have paid the sum for parkland fees as required by Section 
5. 

3. Have paid all outstanding accounts of the Township, 
including those required by Section 11.3. 

4. Have made arrangements satisfactory to the Township to 
have this agreement registered against the new building 
lot as required by Section 16. 

5. Have executed this agreement with the Township. 

13. BUILDING PERMITS 

13.1 Building Permit Format 

Prior to applying for a building permit, the site specific 
plan as required by Section 10.2 must be approved. A building 
permit format shall be used whereby the Owner or Lot Purchaser 
shall not receive permission to frame until the foundation has 
been certified. The Owner or Lot Purchaser shall have the 
completed foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land 
Surveyor or a Professional Engineer and shall show such 
certification to the Township. 

13.2 Development Charges 

All development charges as applicable at the time must be paid 
prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

13.3 Other Matters to be Attended to Prior to Issuance of a 
Building Permit 

a) Obtain certificate of approval from Health Unit for the 
private septic systems. 

b) Provide security deposit for lot grading and driveway 
construction. 

c) All fees, deposits, etc. required for Township's existing 
and future costs must be attended to. 

d) Obtain the required clearance for the entrance and grading 
work within the road allowance from the County of Oxford. 

14. SECURITY DEPOSITS FOR LOT GRADING AND DRIVEWAYS 

14.1 Amount of Security 

To ensure that the Owner, the lot purchaser or his successor 
constructs acceptable lot grading, boulevard and driveway 
work, the Township will require a security of $2,500, cash or 
certified cheque, prior to issuance of a building permit. This 
deposit shall be returned, as also specified below, to the lot 
owner at the time, without interest and less the costs of the 
Township Engineer's involvement with site specific plans, site 
reviews and any foundation certification works, and upon the 
Township Engineer's certification of lot grading and driveway 
construction and shall only be returned if any damages to 
existing services such as the road are attended to and if all 
other matters required by this agreement are attended to. 

14.2 Owner of Security 

The security deposit shall be deemed to be that of the current 

owner of the lot regardless of who filed the deposit. Any 

work required will be deemed to be the responsibility of the 
current lot owner. 



14.3 Security to be Drawn on if Default 

If there is any default in attending to repair of damages, 
construction of driveways, to finishing of boulevards or 
work on the lot, the Township, to the extent 
use any part of or all of the deposit to attend to such.

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14.4 Township Engineer's Costs 

Based on a one time review of the foundation certificate and a 
one time review of lot grading and driveway work, the estimated 
cost of the Township Engineer will be $250.00. 

14.5 Release of Security 

The scheduling of the release of the $2,500 security shall be 
as follows: Firstly, $1,500 is to be released upon completion 
of acceptable lot grading and acceptable driveway construction 
exclusive of the hard surfacing and subject to any damages to 
that point being repaired and less the Engineer's initial 
costs. Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon 
completion of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the 
driveway and subject to repairs being made and less the final 
Engineering costs. Completion certificates will be issued at 

each release of funds. 

14.6 Completion of Lot Grading 

All lot grading and boulevard work is to be attended to within 

one (1) year of occupancy of the lot. If the work is not 

attended to by this time the Township may itself enter upon the 

lot and complete the lot grading at the expense of the security 
deposit. 

14.7 Definition 

For the purposes of this agreement, lot grading shall be deemed 

to be acceptable when the grading (including topsoil) has been 

completed to the elevations shown on the approved site plan, 

sod has been placed or there is an established growth from 
seeding. 



15. DEFAULT 

In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owner or any Lot Purchaser, who for purposes of 
this section are both referred to as the "Owner", for breach of 
this Agreement, the Township, at its option and after first 
notifying the Owner, may; 

a) Enter onto the lands and complete any work in respect of 
which there has been default and collect the cost of doing 
so from the Owner; 

b) Make any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 

d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to recover the cost of performing such services or 
collection of charges due in like manner as municipal taxes 
under the authority of Section 326 of the Municipal Act, 
RSO 1990, as amended. 



16. REGISTRATION OF THIS AGREEMENT 

16.1 The Owner and the Township agree to register or deposit this 
agreement in the appropriate Registry or Land Titles Office.

The purpose of By-Law Number 1106-96 is to rezone property located on the south 
side of the Road Allowance between Concessions 1 and 2, east of County Road No. 4, 
being Part Lot 12, Concession l(Blandford), in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim from 
Residential Existing Lot (RE) to Rural Residential (RR) and Special Rural Residential 
(RR-13) to permit the residential use of the proposed severed and retained parcels. The 
By-law also provides a minimum lot frontage and lot area for the RR-13 parcel and 
recognizes the reduced lot depth for the RR-13 parcel.

WHEREAS Section 44, Subsection 1, of the Game & Fish Act, 
Chapter G.l, R.S.O. 1990, and amendments thereto, provides that 
any municipality may pass by-laws for issuing and fixing the 
maximum number of licences to hunt, during the open season, 
pheasants and rabbits and for charging such fees therefore as may 
be authorized by the Minister,- 

AND WHEREAS the cost of rearing pheasants has increased 
substantially over the past several years; 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That no person shall hunt pheasants or rabbits within 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim in the County of 
Oxford until a licence for that purpose has been 
obtained, such licence to be in addition to any licences 
or permits required by law of the Federal or Provincial 
Governments . 

2. The licence issuer is hereby authorized to charge the 
following fees for Non- Residential licences: 

a) During and after the open pheasant season - For 
Non-Residents of the Municipality, a licence fee 
not greater the fourteen dollars and fifty cents 
($14.50) with an issuing fee not greater than fifty 
cents ($.50) for a total not greater than fifteen 
dollars ($15.00) . 

b) That a maximum number of not less than 600 licences 
be made available to non-residents of the 
Municipality of Blandford-Blenheim. 

3. The licence issuer is hereby authorized to charge the 
following fee for Resident licences: 

a) During and after the open pheasant season - For any 
resident of the Municipality, a fee not greater 
than nine dollars and fifty cents ($9.50) with an 
issuing fee not greater than fifty cents ($.50) for 
a total not greater than ten dollars ($10.00). 

b) That there be no limit on the number of resident 
licences. 

4. In this by-law, the words "Non-Resident of the Township" 
means any person who is not a farmer, tenant or a lot 
owner within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

5 . In this by-law, the words "Resident of the Township" 
means any person who is a farmer, tenant or a lot owner 

within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

6 . Township licences are not valid on Crown lands, 
landowner agreement properties and provincial hunting 
areas . 
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7. By-law Number 895-91, enacted the 2nd day of October, 
1991, is hereby repealed. 

8 . The District Manager of the Aylmer Office of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources in a letter dated May 7th, 
1996, approved the increase in fees, therefore this by- 
law shall have force and effect upon enactment.

Being a By-law to restrict the Weight of Vehicles passing over 
Two (2) overhead railway bridge structures in the Township. 

WHEREAS the Highway Traffic Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter H.8, 
Section 123, Subsection (2), and amendments thereto, provides that: 

"The Municipal Corporation or other authority having jurisdiction over 
a bridge may by by-law approved by the Ministry limit the gross vehicle 
weight of any vehicle or any class thereof passing over such a bridge, 
and the requirements of subsection (1) with respect to the posting up 
of notice apply thereto," 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to limit the weight of 
vehicles passing over bridges in the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim 
based on a report contained in a letter dated May 21st, 1996, as 
prepared by J. A. Bond, P.Eng., of the Line Operations East, Bridges 
and Structures Division of Canadian National. 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Council of The Corporation of the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. No vehicle or combination of vehicles or any class thereof 
whether empty or loaded, shall be operated over the bridge 
situate on the Road Allowance between Lots 6 and 7, in the 
1st Concession (Former Blenheim); Structure No. 42; M.T.O. 
Site No. 23-328; CN No. M.35.5; where the gross weight of 
such vehicle or combination of vehicles or any class thereof 
exceeds - 

Ten (10) TONNES for a Single Vehicle 

Fifteen (15) TONNES for a Combination of Two Vehicles 

Twenty (20) TONNES for a Combination of Three Vehicles 

2. No vehicle or combination of vehicles of any class thereof 
whether empty or loaded, shall be operated over the bridge 
situate on the Road Allowance between Lots 18 and 19, in the 
1st Concession (Former Blenheim); Structure No. 48; M.T.O. 
Site No. 23-324; CN No. M.40.02; where the gross weight of 
such vehicle or combination of vehicles or any class thereof 
exceeds - 

Ten (10) TONNES for a Single Vehicle 

Fifteen (15) TONNES for a Combination of Two Vehicles 

Twenty (20) TONNES for a Combination of Three Vehicles 

3. Any person violating the provisions of this By-law shall be 
subject to the penalties provided in Section 125 of the 
Highway Traffic Act. 

4. By-law Number 1008-94, enacted the 5th day of January, 1994, 
is hereby repealed. 

5. This By-law shall not become effective until it has been 
approved by the Ministry of Transportation of Ontario, and 
a notice of the limit of weight permitted, legibly printed, 
has been posted in a conspicuous place at each end of the 
bridge.

A by-law to provide for a drainage works in the Township of 
Blandf ord-Blenheim in the Restructured County of Oxford. 

WHEREAS the requisite number of owners have petitioned the 
Council of The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
(the "Corporation") in the Restructured County of Oxford, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1990 , 
requesting that the following lands and roads be drained by 
a drainage works (the "Drainage Works"). 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

Part of Lots 1 and 2, Concessions 8, 9 and 10 (former Blandford) 

Part of Lots 23 and 24, Concessions 9 and 10 (former Blenheim) 

Part of the Road Allowance between Concessions 9 and 10 

Part of Cuthbertson Street in Bright 

Part of Oxford County Road No. 8 

Part of Oxford County Road No. 22 

AND WHEREAS the estimated cost of constructing the Drainage 
Works is $209,000.00. 

AND WHEREAS $209,000.00 is the amount to be contributed by 
the Corporation for construction of the Drainage Works. 

AND WHEREAS the Corporation has received its annual debt and 
financial obligation limit for 1996 from the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs (the "Limit") and the Treasurer of the Corporation has 
updated the Limit in accordance with the applicable regulations 
and has determined that the estimated annual amount payable in 
respect of the Drainage Works would not cause the Corporation to 
exceed its Limit, and that the approval of the Drainage Works 
by the Ontario Municipal Board is not required. 

AND WHEREAS the Council is of the opinion that the drainage 
of the area is desirable. 

THEREFORE the Council of The Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim pursuant to the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1990, 
enacts as follows: 

1. The report dated May 10th, 1996 and attached hereto, is 
hereby adopted and the Drainage Works as therein indicated 
and set forth is hereby authorized, and shall be completed 
in accordance therewith. 

2. (1) The Corporation may borrow on the credit of the 

Corporation the amount of $209,000.00 , being the necessary 
amount for construction of the Drainage Works. 

(2) The Corporation may arrange for the issue of debentures 

on its behalf for the amount borrowed, less the total 
amount of, 

(a) grants received under Section 85 of the Act; 

(b) commuted payments made in respect of lands and roads 
assessed within the municipality; 

(c) moneys paid under subsection 61(3) of the Act; and 
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such debentures shall be made payable within a term not to exceed 
five (5) years from ; the date of the debenture(s) and shall bear 
interest at a rate to be established by the County at the time 
such debenture(s) are issued. 

The Restructured County of Oxford shall handle the sale of such 
debenture(s) . The Corporation shall make annual payments of 
principal and interest in respect of the debenture(s) issued 
by the Restructured County of Oxford to the County on or before 
their respective due dates. 

3. In each year during the currency of the debentures there shall 
be levied upon the lands and roads set forth in the attached 
Schedule "A* and raised by a special rate, an amount sufficient 
to redeem the principal and interest on the debenture(s) , 
such amount shall be collected in the same manner and at the 
same time as other taxes are collected in each year of the 
currency of the debenture(s) .

The purpose of By-Law Number 1124-96 js to rezone property located east of Park 
Haven Lake, west of Highway No. 401 and south of the Road Allowance between 
Concessions 4 and 5, being Part Lot 1, Concession 4 (Blandford), in the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim from General Agricultural (A2) to Special Open Space (OS-5) to permit 
the expansion of an existing seasonal trailer camp.

WHEREAS the Council of The Corporation of the City of Woodstock and the Council of 

The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim agree that it would be mutually 

advantageous to adjust their municipal boundary to include within the City certain lands 

now located within the Township; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the City of Woodstock by By-law Number 7248-95, dated 

the 21st day of September, 1995, applied to the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing 

(hereinafter called the "Minister") for initiation of the procedures provided for in the 

Municipal Boundary Negotiations Act . R.S.0. 1990, c.49; 

AND WHEREAS the City and the Township have come to an agreement, with which the 

County concurs, respecting the resolution of the inter-municipal boundary issue; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to have this Agreement in written form so that the parties 

may request that the Minister recommend to the Lieutenant Governor in Council that an 

Order giving effect to this Agreement be made pursuant to the Municipal Boundary 

Negotiations Act . R.S.0. 1990, c.49; 

NOW THEREFORE WITNESSETH that in consideration of the premises and the mutual 

terms and conditions hereinafter contained, the parties hereto agree as follows: 



1. Area to be annexed bv the Citv 

On July 1 , 1997, or such later date as is provided for in the Order of the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council (hereinafter called the "annexation day"), the portion of the 
Township described in Schedule "A" to this Agreement (hereinafter referred to as 
"the area to be annexed" shall be annexed to the City and shall form part of the City. 

2. Assets and Liabilities 

A. All real property of the Township located in the area to be annexed by the City shall 
vest in and become the property of the City on annexation day. 

B. All assets and liabilities, excluding all real property of the Township attributable to 
the area to be annexed by the City, shall remain the assets and liabilities of the 
Township. 

C. For the purpose of this paragraph, real property shall be deemed to include any 
highway, street fixture, water line, easement and restrictive covenant running with 
the land. 

3. Real Property Taxes 

A. All real property taxes and levies under any general or special Act and uncollected 
in the area to be annexed by the City which are due and unpaid on the day prior to 
the annexation day shall, on annexation day, become a debt owed to the City and 
may be collected by the City. 

B. The Clerk of the Township shall forthwith prepare and furnish to the Clerk of the City 
a special collector's roll showing all real property taxes or special rates assessed 
against the lands in the area to be annexed up to the annexation day and the 
persons assessed therefor. 

C. The City shall pay to the Township on annexation day or within 3 months thereafter, 
an amount equal to the amount due and unpaid in subparagraph A. 



4. Business Taxes 

A. All business taxes levied and uncollected in the area to be annexed by the City 
which are due and unpaid on the day prior to annexation day shall, on annexation 
day, become a debt owed to the City and may be collected by the City. 

B. The City shall pay to the Township on annexation day or within 3 months thereafter, 
an amount equal to the amount due and unpaid in subparagraph A. 

5. Bv-laws in Area to be An nexed bv the City 

The by-laws of the City in force on annexation day, shall as of that date extend to 
the area to be annexed by the City and any Township by-law then in force in the 
area to be annexed by the City shall as of that date cease to apply to the area, save 
and except: 

A. Township by-laws passed under sections 34 and 42 of the Planning Act , or a 
predecessor of those sections; 

B. Township by-laws that are passed under section 45, 58 or 61 of the Drainage Act 
or a predecessor of those sections; 

C. Township by-laws passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the Municipal Act that 
regulate the use of highways by vehicles and pedestrians and that regulate the 
encroachment or projection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or over 
highways; 

D. Township by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or exemptions 
that could not have been lawfully repealed by the Township Council. 

6. Upgrading of Concession 3 Road 

The City agrees to upgrade and pave the Concession 3 Road from the boundary 
of the City easterly to County Road No. 4 by October 31, 1998 to the satisfaction 
of the City Engineer and the Township Road Superintendent. The City agrees to 
enter into a further agreement with the Township for the maintenance and repair of 
this portion of the Concession 3 Road.

7. County Road Within the Area to be Annexed 

Effective annexation day, the City will assume the maintenance and repair of that 
portion of County Road No. 35 that is wholly within the area to be annexed by the 
City under the terms of the existing Maintenance Agreement between the County 
and the City. 

8. Development Charges Act 

By-laws of the Township passed under section 3 of the Development Charges Act 
shall remain in force until the earlier of, 

(i) the date they are repealed by the City Council; 

(ii) the date they expire under subsection 6(1) or (2) of the Development 

Charges Act : 
(iii) The Township shall pay to the City on annexation day or within 3 months 
thereafter, any development charges collected for property within the area 
to be annexed. 

9. Assessments 

The Regional Assessment Commissioner shall be requested to prepare the 
assessment roll for the purposes of taxation on and after the annexation day and 
subsequent years for the area to be annexed on the same basis that the 
assessment roll for the City is prepared. 

10. Limitation 

A. The Province of Ontario supports and encourages the resolution of intermunicipal 
boundary and boundary-related issues by the party municipalities, pursuant to the 
Municipal Bounda ry Negotiations Act. 

B. The parties recognize that this Agreement does not in any way bind the Province 
of Ontario and that, 

(i) this Agreement does not imply or anticipate an alteration in the policies or programs 
of the Province of Ontario, its agencies, boards or commissions; and, 
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(ii) the implementation by Order-in-Council of this Agreement does not imply any 
right to preferred treatment under any program of the Province of Ontario, its 
agencies, boards or commissions. 

C. The description for the area being annexed in Schedule "A" is provided by the City, 
and the Province of Ontario is not liable for any claims resulting from the ambiguity 
or inaccuracy of this description. 

D. Where any provision of this Agreement is declared invalid by any court or other 
tribunal, the balance of this Agreement shall remain in force and binding upon the 
parties. 

11 Binding on Successors 

This Agreement shall be binding on the successors and assigns to the parties 
hereto.

The Corporation of the County of Oxford (hereinafter

WHEREAS the Township and County wish to enter into an agreement 
whereby the County will provide limited inspection services for 
the Township. 

AND WHEREAS the Building Code Act 1992 authorizes such an 
agreement and requires of the County to appoint a chief building 
official and such inspectors as are necessary for the purposes of 
the agreement. 

THEREFORE, the Township and County agree as follows: 

1. The Chief Building Official and his designate inspector(s) 
have responsibility for enforcing provisions of the Building 
Code Act on behalf of the Township to the following limited 
extent: 

(a) ■ in and upon the lands and private structures located in 

the villages of Bright, Drumbo, Plattsville and 
Princeton, all in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

(b) the installation of water supply and waste water 
service connections from the street main into private 

buildings. 

2. The Chief Building Official or designated inspector may open 
or cause to be opened any trench to expose a water or waste 
water service connection that has been covered prior to 
receiving approval. 

3. The Chief Building Official or designated inspector may take 
any measurements and may conduct any tests on said water or 
waste water connections prior to issuing approval for the 
connection as built. 

4. The Chief Building Official or designated inspector may, at 
any reasonable time of the working day and upon presenting 
his Certificate of Appointment under the Building Code Act 
to the owner of a private building connected to the water 
supply or waste water main, enter said building for the 
purpose of testing, measuring and examining any internal 
connections , drains, pumps or other plumbing equipment. 

5. The County agrees that there shall be no charge to the 
Township for the cost of making such inspections. 

6. The County and the Township reciprocally indemnify and save 
harmless each the other and their respective employees from 
all costs, losses, damages, judgements, claims, demands, 
suits, actions or other proceedings in any manner based 
upon, occasioned by or omitted to be done by the directors, 
officers, agents or volunteers of either the County or the 
Township. 

7. The Township of Blandford-Blenheim agrees that the County 
may from time to time appoint inspectors as delegates of the 
Chief Building Official. 
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8. This agreement shall continue in force and effect year by 
year until and unless either party shall by written notice 
give twelve months' advice of its desire to terminate it.

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FRANCHISE AGREEMENT 



THIS AGREEMENT made this 4th dayof June ,19 97. 

BETWEEN: 



THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 



hereinafter called the "Corporation" 



and 



Union Gas 

LIMITED 



hereinafter called the "Gas Company" 



WHEREAS the Gas Company desires to distribute and sell gas in the Municipality upon the 
terms and conditions of this Agreement; 

AND WHEREAS by by-law passed by the Council of the Corporation (the "By-law"), the 
Mayor and the Cleric have been authorized and directed to execute this Agreement on 
behalf of the Corporation; 

THEREFORE the Corporation and the Gas Company agree as follows: 
I. DEFINITIONS 

1. In this Agreement: 

(a) "gas" means natural gas, manufactured gas, synthetic natural gas, liquefied petroleum 
gas or propane-air gas, or a mixture of any of them, but does not include a liquefied 
petroleum gas that is distributed by means other than a pipeline; 

(b) "gas system" means such mains, plants, pipes, conduits, services, valves, regulators, curb 
boxes, stations, drips or such other equipment as the Gas Company may require or deem 
desirable for the supply, transmission and distribution of gas in or through the 
Municipality; 

(c) "highway" means all common and public highways and shall include any bridge, viaduct 
or structure forming part of a highway, and any public square, road allowance or 
walkway and shall include not only the travelled portion of such highway, but also 
ditches, driveways, sidewalks, and sodded areas forming part of the road allowance now 
or at any time during the term hereof under the jurisdiction of the Corporation; 
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(d) "Municipality'' means the territorial limits of the Corporation on the date when this 
Agreement takes effect, and any territory which may thereafter be brought within the 
jurisdiction of the Corporation; 

(e) "Engineer/Road Superintendent" means the most senior individual employed by the 
Corporation with responsibilities for highways within the Municipality or the person 
designated by such senior employee or such other person as may from time to time be 
designated by the Council of the Corporation. 

IL RIGHTS GRANTED 

1 . To provide gas service. 

The consent of the Corporation is hereby given and granted to the Gas Company to 
supply gas in the Municipality to the Corporation and to the inhabitants of the 
Municipality. 

2. To use road allowances. 

The consent of the Corporation is hereby given and granted to the Gas Company to enter 
upon all highways now or at any time hereafter under the jurisdiction of the Corporation 
and to lay, construct, maintain, replace, remove, operate and repair a gas system for the 
supply , distribution and transmission of gas in and through the Municipality. 

3. Duration of Agreement and Renewal Procedures. 

The rights hereby given and granted shall be for a term of f i f teen (15)* years from 
the date of final passing of the By-law. 

* Footnote: The rights given and granted for a first agreement shall be for a term 

of 20 years. The rights given and granted for any subsequent agreement 
shall be for a term of not more than 15 years, unless both parties agree to 
extend the term to a term of 20 years maximum. 

At any time within two years prior to the expiration of this Agreement, either party may 
give notice to the other that it desires to enter into negotiations for a renewed franchise 
upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon. Until such renewal has been 
settled, the terms and conditions of this Agreement shall continue, notwithstanding the 
expiration of this Agreement Nothing herein stated shall preclude either party from 
applying to the Ontario Energy Board for a renewal of the Agreement pursuant to 
Section 10 of the Municipal Franchises Act, 

in. CONDITIONS 

1 . Approval of Construction 

Before beginning construction of or any extension or change to the gas system (except 
service laterals which do not interfere with municipal works in the highway), the Gas 
Company shall file with the Engineer/Road Superintendent a plan, satisfactory to the 
Engineer/Road Superintendent, drawn to scale and of sufficient detail considering the 
complexity of the specific location, showing the highways in which it proposes to lay its 
gas system and the particular parts thereof it proposes to occupy. Geodetic information 
will not be required except in complex urban intersections in order to facilitate known 
projects, being projects which are reasonably anticipated by the Engineer/Road 
Superintendent. The Engineer/Road Superintendent may require sections of the gas 
system to be laid at a greater depth than required by CAN/CSA Zl 84-M92 to facilitate 
known projects. The location of the work as shown on the said plan must be approved by 
the Engineer/Road Superintendent before the commencement of the work and the timing, 
terms and conditions relating to the installation of such works shall be to his satisfaction. 
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Notwithstanding the provisions of the above noted paragraph, in the event it is proposed 
to affix a part of the gas system to a bridge, viaduct or structure, the Engineer/Road 
Superintendent may, if the Engineer/Road Superintendent approves of such location, 
require special conditions or a separate agreement 

No excavation, opening or work which shall disturb or interfere with the surface of the 
travelled portion of any highway shall be made or done unless a permit therefor has first 
been obtained from the Engineer/Road Superintendent and all works shall be done to his 
satisfaction. 

The Engineer/Road Superintendent's approval, where required throughout this section, 
shall not be withheld unreasonably. 

2. As Built Drawings 

The Gas Company shall not deviate from the approved location for any part of the gas 
system unless the prior approval of the Engineer/Road Superintendent to do so is 
received. After completion of the construction, where plans were initially filed, an "as 
built" plan of equal quality to the pre-construction plan or certification that the 
pre-construction plan is "as built" will be filed with the Engineer/Road Superintendent. 



3. Emergencies 

In the event of an emergency involving the gas system, the Gas Company will proceed 
with the work and in any instance where prior approval of the Engineer/Road 
Superintendent is normally required, shall use its best efforts to immediately notify the 
Engineer/Road Superintendent of the location and nature of the emergency and the work 
being done and, if it deems appropriate, notify the police force having jurisdiction. 



Restoration 

The Gas Company shall well and sufficiently restore, to the reasonable satisfaction of the 
Engineer/Road Superintendent, all highways, municipal works or improvements which it 
may excavate or interfere with in the course of laying, constructing, repairing or 
removing its gas system, and shall make good any settling or subsidence thereafter 
caused by such excavation or interference. If the Gas Company fails at any time to do 
any work required by this paragraph within a reasonable period of time, the Corporation 
may do or cause such work to be done and the Gas Company shall, on demand, pay any 
reasonable account therefor as certified by the Engineer/Road Superintendent. 



Indemnification 

The Gas Company shall, at all times, indemnify and save harmless the Corporation from 
and against all claims, including costs related thereto, for all damages or injuries 
including death to any person or persons and for damage to any property, arising out of 
the Gas Company operating, constructing, and maintaining its gas system in the 
Municipality, or utilizing its gas system for the carriage of gas owned by others. 
Provided that the Gas Company shall not be required to indemnify or save harmless the 
Corporation from and against claims, including costs related thereto, which the 
Corporation may incur by reason of damages or injuries including death to any person or 
persons and for damage to any property, resulting from the negligence or wrongful act of 
the Corporation, its servants, agents or employees.

Alternative Easement 

The Corporation agrees, in the event of the proposed sale or closing of any highway or 
any part of a highway where there is a gas line in existence, to give the Gas Company 
reasonable notice of such proposed sale or closing and to provide, if it is feasible, the Gas 
Company with easements over that part of the highway proposed to be sold or closed 
sufficient to allow the Gas Company to preserve any part of the gas system in its then 
existing location. In the event that such easements cannot be provided, the Corporation 
will share, as provided in Paragraph ni-7 of this Agreement, in the cost of relocating or 
altering the gas system to facilitate continuity of gas service. 



7. Pipeline Relocation 

If in the course of constructing, reconstructing, changing, altering or improving any 
highway or any municipal works, the Corporation deems that it is necessary to take up, 
remove or change the location of any part of the gas system, the Gas Company shall, 
upon notice to do so, remove and/or relocate within a reasonable period of time such part 
of the gas system to a location approved by the Engineer/Road Superintendent 

Where any part of the gas system relocated in accordance with this section is located on 
a bridge, viaduct or structure, the Gas Company shall alter or relocate, at its sole expense, 
such part of the gas system. 

Where any part of the gas system relocated in accordance with this section is located 
other than on a bridge, viaduct or structure, the costs of relocation shall be shared 
between the Corporation and the Gas Company on the basis of the total relocation costs, 
excluding the value of any upgrading of the gas system, and deducting any contribution 
paid to the Gas Company by others in respect to such relocation; and for these purposes, 
the total relocation costs shall be the aggregate of the following: 

(a) the amount paid to Gas Company employees up to and including field supervisors 
for the hours worked on the project plus the current cost of fringe benefits for these 
employees, 

(b) the amount paid for rental equipment while in use on the project and an amount, 
charged at the unit rate, for Gas Company equipment while in use on the project, 

(c) the amount paid by the Gas Company to contractors for work, related to the project, 

(d) the cost to the Gas Company for materials used in connection with the project, and 

(e) a reasonable amount for project engineering and project administrative costs which 
shall be 22.5% of the aggregate of the amounts determined in items (a), (b), (c) 
and (d) above. 

The total relocation costs as calculated above shall be paid 35% by the Corporation and 
65% by the Gas Company. 
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8. Notice to Drainage Superintendent 

In a case where the gas system may affect a municipal drain, the Gas Company shall file 
with the Drainage Superintendent, for purposes of the Drainage Act, or other person 
responsible for the drain, a copy of the plan required to be filed with the Engineer/Road 
Superintendent 

9. Other Conditions 

Notwithstanding the cost sharing arrangements described in Paragraph HI-7, if any part 
of the gas system altered or relocated in accordance with Paragraph HI-7 was constructed 
or installed prior to January 1st, 1981 , the Gas Company shall alter or relocate, at its sole 
expense, such part of the gas system at the point specified, to a location satisfactory to 
the Engineer/Road Superintendent 



IV. PROCEDURAL AND OTHER MATTERS 

1. Municipal By-laws of General Application 

This Agreement and the respective rights and obligations hereunto of the parties hereto 
are hereby declared to be subject to the provisions of all regulating statutes and all 
municipal by-laws of general application and to all orders and regulations made 
thereunder from time to time remaining in effect save and except by-laws which impose 
permit fees and by-laws which have the effect of amending this Agreement 

2. Giving Notice 

Notices may be given by delivery or by mail, and if mailed, by prepaid registered post to 
the Gas Company at its head office or to the Cleric of the Corporation at its municipal 
offices, as the case may be. 

3. Disposition of Gas System 

During the term of this Agreement, if the Gas Company abandons a part of its gas system 
affixed to a bridge, viaduct or structure, the Gas Company shall, at its sole expense, 
remove that pan of its gas system affixed to the bridge, viaduct or structure. 

If at any time the Gas Company abandons any other part of its gas system, it shall 
deactivate that part of its gas system in the Municipality. Thereafter, the Gas Company 
shall have the right, but nothing herein contained shall require it to remove its gas 
system. If the Gas Company fails to remove its gas system and the Corporation requires 
the removal of all or any of the gas system for the purpose of altering or improving a 
highway or in order to facilitate the construction of utility or other works in any highway, 
the Corporation may remove and dispose of so much of the deactivated gas system as the 
Corporation may require for such purposes and neither party shall have recourse against 
the other for any loss, cost, expense or damage occasioned thereby. 
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4. Agreement Binding Patties 

This Agreement shall extend to, benefit and bind the parties thereto, their successors and 
assigns, respectively.
